POLITICAL (GENERAL). 
Tae Benares Akhbdr of the 9th December writes that the 


Koh-i-Nar diamond is now wora by Her Majestv, and that it -

into the hands of Ranjit Singh and the Sikh rule disappeared. 


When Lord Dalhousie took it from the Sikhs he reaped no 
luck; the same ill-luck overtook the Duke of Wellington and 
Prince Albert—t.e., after a short time they alldied. Such ill-

The Rohilkhand Akhbar of the 15th December hee 
that England has purchased tha shares of the Suez Canal. 
The editor considers that this skould not hive been written, 
and says that Prince Gortchakoff has gone to Berlin to con- 
sult with Prince Bismark ; that there is some hidden object in 


this visit. The Emperor of Rassia and Germany consider » 
themselves slighted by England in having ‘purchased the 


canal shares, ond must have been surprised at the action of 
England, of which they: never gave a thought. They will 
hardly. be able to realize the fact 5 they always thought that 
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England might grumble, but that she never would go to war. 
It is to be regretted that these two Emperors of Europe will 
not plainly make known their intentions. Russia seems to feel 
this more than ‘Germany. The German newspapers have 
commented on it, but the Russian journals have kept silent ; 
but this silence is not a good omen. When the Emperor of 
Russia makes known his 'intentions on this matter then the 
people might say something. This will be done when Russia 
and Prussia have consulted between themselves. Whatever 
conclusion is come to.by Prince Gortchakoff and Prince Bis- 
mark, and whatever they advise in the matter will be acted 
upon by the Emperor. The German papers say that England 
should not be permitted to purchase more shares. The writ- 
ings of the German newspapers are not worthy of much 
reliance. The German papers condemn the purchase of the 
Canal shares by England: and if. England becomes a large 
shareholder, she should be told that in time of war the 
canal should be closed. If such is not the intention 
of Mr. Disraeli, then the forty lakhs sterling that he 
has spent will be wasted. The editor, however, does not 
consider that this amount will be wasted, and expects that 
England will give such a reply as will satisfy everybody. 
England always tries to settle matters amicably, but the 
other powers will say that England purchased the Suez Canal 
shares on the sly ; but England in purchasing these shares has 
considered the interest of her eastern possessions. Even if 
she had not done this, she would in time of war have undoubt- 
edly taken. possession of the Suez Canal. She could not help 
but do this, Therefore, considering all this, it is better that 
the Emperor of Russia and Germany should remain quiet. 
Whatever action England has taken with reference to the 
Suez Canal she has done it for the interest of India. The 
world is aware of this fact, and so is the Emperor of Russia 
and Prussia, and if they do not mind they will find England 
prepared for any emergency. Prince Bismark may feel 
ashamed and humiliated, but all that he can do is to revenge 
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himself on the priests and grind his teeth. This is all he can 

do, and nothing more. Austria will: laugh at Russia being 
taken in by England. Russia feels humiliated and says, that 
she would not have felt as muchif she had lost a thousand 
war vessels and numerous soldiers as she feels at the pur- 
chase of the canal shares by England. If England would 


cotisént that in time of war no army should be permitted 
through the canal Russia would be rejoiced. 


The Oudh Akhhdr of the 19th December says that the 
Russians seeihny Turkey so weak must be wishing to take 
possession of that country, hoping to achieve the object they 
lad in view for a long time and extend its territory up to the 
Bosphorus. Russia is a gainer by France and Germany being 
at variance, and the Christian subjects of the Sult4én are dis- 
satisfied with hini. This is considered a fine opportunity for 
the Russians. At present France is not strong enough to 
fight Germany, but before long she will be powerful and 
strong enough. Why is England getting weak daily? The 
Russians think that if Germany keeps up a large army she 
will soon become bankrupt or a pauper, and that after a short 
time France will go to war with Germany. Russia is only 
abiding its time, and as soon as an opportunity offers will 
declare war. 


~The Udj-ul-Akhbdr of the 23rd December says that the 
Turkish Government have decided to treat Christians and 
Muhammadans alike. 


The Téj-ul-Akhbar of the 16th December writes that the 
Sultin of Turkey is busy preparing and organising his army 
on account of the attitude of Russia, who says that up to 
date she has been advising Turkey to treat its Christian sub- 
jects as she does the Muhammadans, but that up to date 
Turkey has done nothing. Even should Turkey consent, 
Russia will not believe her, but will assist the insurgents. 


The Akhbdr-i-Anjumdn-i- Panjab of the 17th December 
writes that the fact of the Khedive having éntered into a 
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friendly ‘allianéé with England’ is’ making people think all 


sorts of things. Some think that ‘the result of this will be 


that the Khedive will shake off the Turkish yoke, become 
fridependent, and place himself under the protection of Great 


Brita. They give several reasons for this: the principal 
one being that since the Crimean war Turkey is indebted to 
the English people to am enormous amount, both capital and 
interest, and that the reventé of Egypt was made over as 
iristalments towards the payment of this debt; and this has 
been done since 1854. Now that the Sult4n is in want of cash, 
he has ‘ordered the Khedive to remit the revenue to Con- 


‘stantinople, but that the Khedive has refused, and that ‘he 


continues remitting it to England; that from this it appears 


he wishes to be under the protection of England; that secondly, 
che has sold his shares of several crores in the Suez Canal 


to England, and that England is ready to occupy Egypt ; 
thirdly, the Prince of Wales when at Egypt on his way 
out to India invested the son of the Khedive with the Star 


of India; f.urthly, that Khedive sent his army to invade 


Abyssinia, and England did not interfere. How far all this 


_ will affect Turkey and the Eastern question remains to be seen. 


The Dabdaba-i-Sikdndri of the 20th December writes 


that on the 10th December a grand entertainment was given 


at St. Petersburgh ; that the Emperor expressed his satisfac- 


tion at the friendship existing between the three Emperors, 


and said that their object was to preserve peace in Europe. 


The Oudh Akhbdr of the 24th December writes that the 
‘public have all approved of the purchase of the canal shares, 
and‘that ‘no ‘one can now question why these shares have 
‘beén putchased. The Times has discussed this mat ter, and 
highly approves of ‘the purchase. 


Many newspapers record without | solnatatet Mesa purchase

The Nér-ul- Absdr of the 15th December says ‘that ‘tlie 
‘En glish ‘Papers aie disctiséing the cruel ‘and: oppresstve con- 
Turkey towards lier Chistian subjedte; Wut only Chitis- 
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tians will believe this and no one else. It must be remem- 
bered that all this is written by Christian editors in favour 
of their co-religionists. If the Christian subjects of the Sultan 
have in sonte instances been ill-treated or unjustly dealt with, 
the Sultan will no doubt punish.the wrong-doers, and if the 
Sult‘in does not do so, the Christian powers in Europe will no 
doubt interfere, but the English Government will not and has 
no reason to do so. On account of the purchase of the Suez 
Canal shares, however, the English Government will have 
grounds to interfere on behalf of Turkey should any power 
declare war with her, and such appears to be the case from 


the English minister in having concluded the purchase in such 
haste. 


The F'aidla Akhbar of the 27th December writes that 
some say that Russia intends invading Egypt, and that the 
Khedive submits to England in all matters. 

The Muir Gazette of the 28th December writes that on 
account of the increasing powers of Russia the people of 
India were becoming afraid. It is well known that for some 
years past she has become strong and does as she likes, there- 
fore it is the duty of England to show her strength on the 
seas and let Russia see and dread it. 


The Saftr-i- Hind of the 31st December writes that 
Egyptian troops have lately captured some country belong- 
ing to Abyssinia; that on hearing this news the friends and 
Muhammadan co-religionists of the Khedive were much 


pleased. 


The Wir-i- Afshdn of the 30th December writes that the 
Emperor of Russia has issued a notification, that if within 
‘one month the Sultan does not settle the Herzegovina dif- 
ferences, and remove the cause and grievances of the Christian 
‘insurgents, Russia will interfere and assist the persecuted 
Christians. aS 


The Koh-i-Nér of the 1st January writes that :the King 
‘of Denmark, has ordered two lakhs of accoutrements to .,be 
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made by-a manufacturer at London, and that these ttiust be 
delivered at Copenhagen by the 1st of January. The reason of 
this’ appears that.the daughter of the king is married to the 
Emperor of Russia’s son, and that this is all done as a blind. 
The accoutrements are all required for, and will be sent to, 
Russia. There is some secret object in all this there is no 
doubt. i 


The Oudh Akhbdr of the 2nd January says that sever 
lakhs of young men will attain the age of twenty-one within 
this year in Russia ; that according to the laws of Russia all 
these will have to join the army. 


CKBUL AND CENTRAL ASIAN AFFAIRS, 


The Shold-t-Tér of the 21st December writes that the 
es Russians are pouring into Kokhanl in gangs, and that it 
appears they are determined to proceed and capture up to the 
Chinese territories, and that after that they will turn their 
attention towards India; but England does not intend to allow 
: them to do so. 

The Bolon and Khyber passes and also Chuttral and Kash- 
mir should not be neglected, but a strict wateh kept at these 
places. The Hindust&nis fear the advance of Russia. 


— , The Ridze-ul-Akhbdr of the 10th December writes that 
._ Nowroz Khan, with four thousand soldiers and four hundred 
a followers, after crossing the river at Michni, has stopped the 
a Cabul road, aud that at present no one can travel. Zurdid 
Khan, the Governor of Lulpirah, with some troops, is, 
stationed at Shulwan, and the Amir of Cabul has ordered 
Ismat-ul-lah Khan, Gilzie, to proceed to the. assistance of. 
Zurdid Khan. It is necessary that Government should make 
all its arrangements while there is peace. The idea that a 
European envoy is in danger at Cabul is erroneous, for the 
©aébulis are aware that twenty thousand British troops are 
near at hand. 


The Akhbér-i-Alam of the 16th December writes that 
great anxiety prevails in Kashgar, The Amir views with 
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fear and dread the:doings of Russia, and the advance she is 
making in Central Asia, capturing state upon state and dreads 
lest Russia should swallow up his territory also. Further, 
the Amir has some fear from the Chinese also as he was 
formerly a tributary of that empire. Preparations are in con- 
templation to attack Kashgar, and from all this it appears 
that before long either of these two powers (Russia or China) 
will surely give the Amir trouble. 


The Aligarh Institute Guzetie of the 17th December writes— 
‘¢ Incompetent persons also write with regard to Russian affairs 
not knowing what they are writing about. They inculcate 
dangerous notions. Do these persons consider that Russia 
is a wheel, and that she is coming forward rolling ? Does the 
road on which this wheel is travelling lead straight to Hin- 
dustin without any obstacle? And is our Government 
asleep and neglectful notwithstanding the danger ? Do they 
think to compare the British Government to our former 
kings ? Russia may be strong and. powerful, and be threaten- 
ing Reber; still she dreads the British Government, and 
trembles when she thinks of her power. 


The Akhbdr-i- Am of the 22nd December writes that the 
Amir of Maimena pays tribute to the Amir of Cabul, but 
it is rumoured that the Russians are about to capture the 
city and territory ; that Sirdar Muhammad Alam Kh'‘n, the 
Governor of Balkh, has been ordered by the Amir of C&bul 
to despatch troops to take possession of Maimena, and that 
further reinforcement would be sent him from Herat. Mu- 
hammad Alam Khan has started towards that city with the 
following troops, viz.:— 


12 regiments of infantry, 
9 ditto of cavalry, and 
6 ditto of artillery, and 
that the following also left Herat for Maimena, viz. :— 
6 regiments of infantry, 
3. ditto of cavalry, and 
ditto . of artillery. 
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The Amir of Maimena has sent his son with his minister to 
the Amir of Cubul, and is himself ready and prepared for 
war, and has ordered one male adult from every house to join 
the army, and to provide themselves with one year’s expenses ; 
there aré forty-thousand houses in Maimena and thus the 
Amir has an army of 40,000 men ready for battle. The 
army from Herat arrivéd before Maimena three days before 
that of Balkh, and the 40,000 troops belonging to Maimena 
attacked the army from Herat, but were routed by them, and 
they made their escape towards the city of Maimena; after 
the arrival of the army from Balkh, the fort was surround- 
ed by them, the Amir being inside the fort. 


The Oudh Akhbdr of the 22nd Decomber writes that it 
appears froma speech of Sir Henry Rawlinson, that the 
Russians intend to capture Keranyan (sic); and that as soon 
as they do this they will be within less than fifty miles from 
the:Afghan territory; that there is sure to be:a disturbance ; 
that England might interfere, but cannot do anything ; that 
he‘recommends the immediate appointment.of an envoy in 
Afghanistan ; and that should Government delay in doing this, 
a Russian ‘envoy is sure to come there; that the British 
Government should not lose the opportunity. It is erroneous 
to think that a European’s life will bein danger there; that no 
faith whatever should be placed in the news now sent from 
Afghanistan by the British Envoy stationed there, particularly 
in these days. Cabul being a Muhammadan country should 
be well watched. |

POLITICAL (NATIVE STATES). 
The Oudh Akhbdr ‘of the 19th December writes that a 
great noise is being created in the English newspapers about 
the resignation of Mr..Saunders, the Resident of Haidrabad. 


Some say that he was dismissed by . the Secretary of State, 
others say that he resigned his appointment, while others give 
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out that Sir Salar Jang had him dismissed. Rumours of: 
all sorts are afloat, but it is a fact the resident has vacated. 
his post. It may have been on account of illness, but there: 
is no doubt that for him to resign at once could not have 
been without some cause. It is said that some correspondence 
appeared in the London papers about the Haidrabad State 
which was incorrect, and that the Resident’s connection with. 
these letters has been traced, and that he has been dismissed , 
on that account ; but all this cannot be believed, nor can much 
faith be put in what is appearing in the papers on this subject. 
After due enquiries facts will be published. If a resident 
from a Native state has been dismissed on account of the 
(native) State, it will do all the states a great deal of 
good, as it shows that Government will for the future listen 
to thecomplaints against them at their uncalled for inter- 
ference with state affairs. No attention used to be paid to the | 
complaints of Malhar Rao, the late Gaekwar of Baroda, but 
now the eyes of the Governmentare being opened tothe conduct . 
and behaviour of the Residents. In the territories of careless | 
and neglectful rajas and chiefs the appointment of Residents 
does an immense deal of good; for if they were not there 
people would be oppressed, and thus disturbances would be- 
numerous. 


The Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 24th December 
writes that on arrival of the Prince of Wales at Bombay the 
Nizam of Haidrabad was unable to be present at the recep- 
tion of His Royal Highness, but that a deputation with the 
consent of the Government of India was present on his. 
behalf, and that this led to some correspondence, and‘ as the 
Nizam was not well-he was excused, but if he had not been 
excused and remained absent, his absence would have created 
a bad impression. The Resident had to inform the Govern- 
ment of the reason of the Nizam’s refusal to proceed to Bom- 
bay, and Residents are appointed for this purpose; but the 
course adopted by the Resident was very objectionable. He 
made much of nothing, and the English newspapers getting 
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Nizam personally with his eyes, and then informed the 
Government of India of the state of his health and his inabi- 
lity to. attend.| If this had been done Government would 
have had no reason to hesitate, and bad rumours would not 
have been circulated. When the excuse offered by the Nizam 
was trud, the resident should not have hesitated in acting on 
it. ‘ He had two reasons for refusing—/irst, that he was not 
well; secondly, he was unable to bear the fatiyue of the long 
journey to Bombay, but Sir Salar Jang acted prudently and 
submitted medical certificates,: but even after’ the medical 
certificates had been submitted, the Resident insisted on the 
Nizam undertaking the journey. The Nizam is young and is 
the only son in the state, and itis to-be regretted the Resident 
did not take these circumstances into his consideration. If the 
Nizam was forcibly separated from his mother and grand- 
mother things would have become disagreeable at Haidrabad.

Some time ago there was a dis- 
turbance at Haidrabad, and the moment it was known that 
the Resident was about sending for English troops the dis 
turbers of the peace disappeared, and then to say that the 
Government feared the Arabs! Again, such writing is inju- 
rious to the public. If what is stated by that writer is cor- 
rect—viz., that the Nizam refused to go to Bombay bécause 
the Prince did not go to Haidrabad—the Nizam is severely 


to blame. The charge is grave, and he will reap no benefit by 


such conduct. Can it be believed the Nizam would act in 
such a manner towards the son of the Qaeen? It cannot. 


"The Oudh Abhbdr of the 17th December writes that Mr. 
Saunders did not care before leaving to see Sir Salar Jang 
other officials of Haidrabad. It was expected that he 


would start from the Haidrabad Railway Station ; that on 


this account Sir Salar Jang, with other officials, were waiting 
for him at the station to see him off, but that Mr. Saunders had 
the day before lett for Bolaram, and thence to the Sikandarabad 
Railway Station where he took train. 


The Siete of the 20th December writes that on ac- 
count of the disagreement between the Resident (Mr. Saunders) 
and Sir Salar Jang of Haidrabad, the Governor-General has

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Puith Ahbdr of the'24th December says that it is not 
eorrect that the Government of India compelled Mr. Saunders, 
the British Resident at Haidrabad, to resign, for Mr. Saunders 
resigned of his own free will, as the Government of India did 


aot.pnblish all the correspondence between him and Sir Salar 
sang, The latter-sent copies of the whole correspondence to 


his newspaper friends; and when leaving Haidrabad, Mr. 
Saunders would not even see Sir Salar Jang, as Mr. Saunders 
never thought that his private letters would be made public. 


People believed that Sir Salar Jang would not allow the

would be lowered. The injury that has been done to Mr. Saun- 
ders cannot be repaid by the Government of India ; it should 
have done him justice and refased to accept his resignation.
